Deputy kneed Suspect Jones twice on the right side of his stomach with his 
right knee. Deputy Rodriguez punched Suspect Jones twice on the left side of his 
face with his right fist. Suspect Jones immediately stopped resisting and allowed the 
Deputies to handcuff him. 


Suspect Jones sustained a fracture to his left orbital. He was treated at Memorial 
Hospital of Gardena. He was cleared for booking. Deputy Bii complained of 
pain to his chest, and Deputy Rodriguez sustained a soft tissue contusion to his right 
hand.

Street to the north, and Avalon Boulevard to the west. The Deputies saw Suspect 
Dartagnon Jones sitting in the driver's seat of a 2008 Nissan Altima 4 door, which was 


illegally parked in th was talking to two Male Blacks (Witnesses 
a. ho were standing next to the front 
passenger's door window. Ihe Deputies contacted Suspect Jones as both Male Blacks 


quickly walked away. 


Suspect Jones advised the Deputies that he was on or iii 
ar The Deputies detained Suspect Jones pending a heck. As Deputy 
was conducting a pat down check for weapons, Suspect Jones struck Deputy 
Hb the middle of his chest with his right elbow, causing Deputy [to lose his 
balance and forced him backwards. Suspect Jones attempted to run away, but Deputy 
grabbed his shirt at the shoulder area, and Deputy Rodriguez grabbed Suspect 
Jones’ shirt at the chest area. Both Deputies forced Suspect Jones to the ground. 
Suspect Jones landed on his back and immediately began kicking his feet and 
punching his fists in the air, in a violent manner.

Suspect Jones sustained a fracture to his left orbital. He was transported to Memorial 
Hospital of Gardena where he received an “OK to book.” Deputy complained of 
pain to his chest, and Deputy Rodriguez sustained a soft tissue contusion to his right 
hand.

Deputy Rodriguez saw Dopu c-o Suspect Jones away from the Suspect 
vehicle to the rear of their Sheriff's vehicle. Deputy Rocriguez was approximately three 
yards south of Deputy, and Suspect Jones as Deput began to search 
Suspect Jones. As Deputy’ ttempted to search Suspect Jones, Deputy 
Rodriguez saw Suspect Jones strike Deputy M on his upper body with his (Jones’) 


tight elbow. Suspect Jones attempted to run away. He took two steps and ran into 
Deputy Rodriguez. 


Deputy Rodriguez saw Suspect Jones running towards him and the first thing he 
thought of was to grab onto Suspect Jones’ upper body and force him to the ground. 
Deputy Rodriguez grabbed onto Suspect Jones’ upper chest area and pulled him to the 
ground. As Suspect Jones was falling to the ground, Deputy Rodriguez released his 
hold of Suspect Jones to ensure he (Rodriguez) would not also fall down.

Suspect Jones told me that he wanted to speak to a lawyer before he 
spoke to me. | concluded my interview.
